I5S9,  widow  of  the  Rev.  Richard  Edwards  who  had 
died  of  the  plague.  It  was  this  third  wife  who 
came  to  America  with  JAMES  COLE,  and  she  brought 
her  son  William  Edwards,  who  is  mentioned  in  the  will 
of  JAMES  COLE.  This  Willian  Edwards  was  ancestor  of 
the  celebrated  minister,  the  Kev.  Jonathan  Edwards.

Thomas  Hooker  party  to  the  Connecticut  Valley  in 
October,  1635.  JAMES  COLE  ms,  therefore,  one  of  the 
founders  of  Hartford.,  and  hi 3  name  is  on  the  Founders'

1673  >  -ary  Kingsbury  daughter  of  James  Kingsbur 
of  Plainfield.  The  Kingsbury  Genealogy  states 
that  SAMUEL  COLT  was  admitted  t6  the  Second 
Church  of  Hartford  on  Larch  15,171?/  13.  He 
was  a  resident  of  Norma*  by  17^,  according 
to  real  estate  records.  He  bought  land  at  Pimp-, 
er/aug  in  1730.  Norwalk  was.  settled  by  Hartford 
m~n.  -  ilton  was  at  firdt  a  parish  of  Norwalk  and 
not  set  off  as  a  town  until  ISO?.  Thermo  *•« 
SAam  OOLS  cf  Korv/allc  and  SAMUEL  COLE  of 
'Vi  1  ton  are  identical.  Plapenaug  was  a  section 
ot  .<ilton  Parish.  In  18p2,  when  the  railroad 
was  put  through,  the  old  Indian  name  “Plaoewaur” 
was  changed  to  Cannon's  Station,  later,  Can- 
nondale.  (hrs.  Maude  Nelson,  a  descendant  of 
SAMUEL  COLT,  retains  the  name  "Piapewaug"  as 

title  of  her  estate,  to  keep  alive  the  Indian 
background. 

SAJaUlL  COLS  was  the  first  Cola  to  settle  in  S 
St rat field,  (now  Stratford),  and  later  in 
*  ilton  Parish,  Korwall:.  Mary  (Kingsbury ) ,  his 
wife,  if  the  records  give  the  dates  correctly, 
was  under  l4  years  of  age  when  she  married. 
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She  was  born  at  Haverhill,  Massachusetts,  August 

18,1679,  daughter  of  J.'ines  and  Sarah  (Hutton) 

Kingsbury.  Ten  children  tere  born  to  SAHUEL  COLF- 

ond  Ha ry  Cole  at  Hartford,  and  three  more  are 

recorded  at  Stratfield.  Hone  authorities  give  to 

this  prolific  mother  several  other  children  who 

shared  in  SAIaUSL  CCLH's  estate,  asking  her  con-

The  surname  COLE  has  had  many  spellings, —  COLE,  COLES, 

Cobles,  Coal, etc.,  leading  to  much  confusion  in  the  early 

records.  Even  in  England,  in  the  lbth  and  17th  centurie ? , 

the  spellings,  Cole  and  Ccv/les,  are  found.  Early  ger.e&logict  a 

conjectured  that  John  Cowles,  founder  of  the  Farmington, 

Connect! cut  branch,  might  be  a  brother  of  James  Cole,  the 

rtbcds  cooper*,  of  Hartford,  but  nothing  has  been  found  to 

\ 

support  this  theory.  John  Cole,  wthe  carpenter*  and  John  Colo 
*  the  farmer M,  both  were  on  the  ta:c  lists  of  Hartford  in  1656 
and  1657.  Then  John  Cole,  the  farmer,  left  Hartford  for 
Hadley  and  Hatfield,  finally  settling  in  Farmington,  and 
adopted  the  spelling  "COWLES®,  some  say  to  prevent  confusion 
with  another  John  Coles  of  Farmington,  v;ho  may  have  beer,  a 
son  of  John  Cole,  the  carpenter  of  Hartford. 

The  wife  cf  John  Cowles  was  Hannah  — whose  gravestone  at 
Hartford  shows  her  to  have  been  born  about  l6l^.  It  would 
appear  that  the  two  Johns,  Cole  and  Cowles,  were  about  the 
same  age, List  cf  children  of  John  and  Hannah  COWLES  is  here

It  Is  also  possible  that  some 
of  the  early  children  were  Samuel’s  brothers,  instead  of 
sons,  as  his  father  and  mother  were  also  Samuel  and  Mary  Cole. 
But,  the  parentage  of  TIMOTHY ,  of  our  line,  is  clearly 
shown  to  be  SAMUEL  and  Mary  (Kingsbury)  Cole  of  Stratfirld, 
by  his  baptismal  record,  and  by  the  deed  in  which  he  sells 
his  one-thirteenth  interest  in  the  estate  of  *  my  late 
father,  Samuel  Cole,  of  Piapewaug*.

Wc  can  observe  that  the  last  two  marriages  are  very  close 
together, and  that  James*  con  JOHN  cot  Id  hardly  have  been  the 
result  of  the  marriage  to  Danaris  Soabrook.

Churches  of  London: 

Lt .Botolph*  a ,  Aldgate  (hy  Athinson).  The  church  is  very  oi  l, 
parts  of  it  dating  from  Saxon  times.  "Sastsmlthf ieia  rhich 

now  forms  what  is  called  the  Lordship  part  of  St .Botolooh* s 

✓ 

Aldgate".  "In  1335  Nicholas  Dareaan  na.de  will  *,  to  *  ncnd 
the  way  trot*  the  church,  of  St. Mary  de  Matelone  ('Thite- 
chappel)  toward  Kyle  End".  St.Botolph  of  Aldgate  was  then 
a  suburb  of  London.  The  record  books  of  the  parish  are  vol¬ 
uminous  and  interesting,  and  in  nr.  excellent  state  oi  preser¬ 
vation.  There  is  a  large  parchment  Register  cf  Births,  Marr¬ 
iages,  and  Deaths,  bound  in  leather,  dating  from  the  year 
l5Rg,  and  complete  to  the  present  time.  In  1S?3  this  was 
published.  "The  parish  of  St.Botoloph  is  coterminous  with 

the  ward  of  Partsaken  in  the  City  of  London." 

St.Botoloph- 8  Hlthout_B1ehop8gate.  Foundation  of  church  later 
Saxon_perlodT_In”coiMon  with  several  other  churches  situated 
outside  the  gates  cf  the  cities,  the  dedication  la  to  St. 
Bctolph  the  patron  saint  of  wayfarers.  Other  churcr.ee 
similarly  dedicated  ars  those  outside  Aldgate  and  Alders- 
gate,  whilst  the  name  of  St.Sotolph’s  outside  Billingsgate 
reminds  us  of  a  fourth  which  exiated  prior  to  the  Great  ,ir=. 
Earliest  mention  of  bancti  Botulfl  extra  Bissopegate  is  in 
1212-1213,  a  smaller  church  whose  remnant  a  were  discover  3d 

on  excavating  for  foundations  of  the  present  church.  The 
first  stone  of  it  was  laid  April  1725-  «  consecrated 
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in  1723.  The  names  of  former  rectors  are  inscribed  around 
the  base  cf  the  gallery.  The  Register  records  the  baptism 
of  Ed?/  Alleyn,  Shakespeare's  contemporary  in  1566,  and 
the  baptism  cf  the  poet,  John  Keats-  in  1795. 

All  Hallows  Church  (near  the  Tower),  the  oldest  in  London... 
badly  damaged  by  bombs.  It  wa3  founded  in  the  7th  century, 

4oo  years  before  the  Tower  of  London  was  built,  v/hen  London 
was  little  more  than  a  ruined  Roman  settlement.  The  church 
is  said  to  house  the  heart  of  Richard,  Coeur  de  Lion.  In  the 
Treasury  are  the  church  Registers,  a  complete  record  of  the 
parish's  births  marriages,  and  deaths  from  1553  to  the 
first  year  cf  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  I.  In  them  ie 
recorded  the  birth  of  William  Penn  and  the  marriage  of 
John  Quincy  Adams. 

St .Dunstan' s  Stepney.  First  mentioned  in  130P.  In  the  west 
of  this  parish  the  white  Chapel  of  St.LIary  Matfellon  (liat- 
elone)  was  already  lightening  the.  burden  of  the  Mother  Church, 
and  in  1311  the  chapel  of  Stratford  Bow  was  built  closer 
to  the  Eow  Bridge  for  eastern  parishioners  of  Stepney.  In 
133^  the  Whitechapel  district  war  cut  off  from  Stepney. 

St. Mary's  Chapel  became  the  parieh  church  of  Whitechapel 
under  a  rector  appointed  by  the  Rector  of  Stepney.  Humphrey 
Cole  was  Rector  of  Stepney,  1579-9  3,  also  rector  of  St. 

Lory  le  Bow,  15S^-gS3.  In  March  165^-  John  Cole  wa3  one  of 
the  vestry^  at  St .Dunstan' s.  (See  earlier  note  following 
compilation  by  Bertha  Taft  Keith.)  Records  of  St. Mary  le 
Bow  date  from  1538....  published  by  the  Harlean  Society. 
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Churches  of  London,  continued:

All  Hallows  Church  on  Bread  Street  is  situated  on 
Bread  Street  where  it  crosses  Catling  Street.  Built 
before  1275*  John  Milton  tne  poet  was  baptised  here 
in  16OS.  His  father  was  a  scrivener  in  Bread  Street.  '.•  : 
A  tablet  in  terra  cotta  marks  the  position  in  Brea.-'  2  -■ 
Street  where  the  church  formerly  stood.  Consequently, 
this  is  not  the  sane  church  as  All  Hallows  by  the 
Tower,  though  they  must  have  been  near  to  each  other 
because  Bread  Street  is  near  the  Tower,  also.  It  derived 
its  name  from  the  bread  market  located  here  at  an  early

of  JAMES  COLE'.  She  was  born 
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Ana  Hunter  as  shown  in  the  v/ill  of  her  mother,  Julian 
Hunter,  who  leaves  ”to  my  daughter,  Ann,  now  ?/ife  of 
James  ColeM;  and  H  to  William  Edwards, *  Ann's  son,  (by 
her  first  husband,  the  Hev.  Richard- Edwards) ,  and  Mto 
my  grend children  Timothy  and  Abigail  Cole*.  The  son  must 
have  died  young,  possibly  in  England,  and  Abigail  came 
to  Hartford  with  her  parents  and  was  James  Coleys  only 
descendant  in  America  when  he  died.  Abigail  married 
Daniel  Sullivant  (  Silliman)  and  Inherited  James  Cole’s 
property  which  (see  below)  was  later  deeded  to  JOHN  COLE, 
son  of  James,  who  came  to  America  after  his  father’s  death. 
As  to  the  first  wife  of  JAMES  COLE  (  the  mother  of  son  John) 
I  have  notes,  but  nothing  conclusive.

In  ISIS  JAMES  COLE  applied  for  a  pension  and  was 
rejected  for  lack  of  evidence.

THOMAS  POTTS,  the  father  of  Elvira  Malinda (Potts) 
Cole,  was  bom  In  County  Monahan  Ireland  on  the  15 
of  February  1787,  but  whether  his  parents  were  also 
bom  In  Ireland  or  had  migrated  there  from  England 
ve  do  not  know.  Potts  Is  an  old  and  respected  name 

In  England . 

Thomas  Potts  learned  the  art  of  weaving  In  Belfast 
End  it  was  probably  from  Belfast  that  he  sailed  for 
America,  there  and  when  he  landed  in  America  we  do 
not  know;  but  he  was  living  in  Canada  in  1820/21  when 

hi©  daughter  Ellen  was  bom  there, 

Thomas  Potts1  first  wife  was  a  HITHER  but  whether 
he  married  her  in  Ireland  or  America  is  not  known. 

The  first  wife  died , presumably  in  Canada  between  1826 
when  he  youngest  child  William  w-s  bom,  and  1836  when 
Thom- s  Potts  married  as  his  second  wife,  Dorcas  Lucinia 
Hopkins  Fields,  wido%f  of  Anson  Fielde,  It  was  probably 
In  fit, Lawrence  County  N.Y.,  just  over  the  border  from 
Ontario, Canada, that  Thomas  Potts  met  and  married  Dorcas, 
for  that  his  where  her  father, John  Hopkins*  resided* 

Thomas  Potts  had  another  name,  that  of  Chickory- 
Tongo  and  his  daughter  Elvira  tells  this  story  regard¬ 
ing  the  second  name. 

Thomas  was  a  very  powerfully  built  man  of  great 
strength,  and  he  could  perform  many  physical  feats 
including  that  of  being  able  to  throw  off  any  man  who 
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Potts. .continued 


got  on  his  hack  as  he, Thomas  lay  face  down  on  the  ground. 

In  the  early  settlement  days  a  principal  means  of  entertain 
ment  was  competition  in  feats  of  strength  and  cunning,  aid 
friendly  Indians  often  came  to  the  bam  raisings  and 
wedding  celebrations,  where  they  sometimes  were  allowed 
to  participate  with  the  whites. 

Thomas  Potts  was  always  in  demand  at  gatherings 
because  of  hiE  wit  and  good  nature  as  veil  as  his 
physical  prowess.  He  allowed  the  Indians  to  try  to 
hold  him  down,  and  they  had  great  respect  for  him 
because  they  were  never  able  to  best  him. 

Suddenly  the  last  of  the  Indian  uprisings  struck 
the  settlements  and  most  of  the  whites  took  their 
families  and  what  belongings  they  could  transport 
to  safer  places  further  east  or  in  the  fortified 
areas.  But  Thomas  Potts  refused  to  listen  to  the 
entreaties  of  family  and  friends,  and  insisted  on  staying 
tn  his  comfortable  cabin.  For  one  thing,  he  had  all  his 
looms  for  weaving,  his  dye  vats,  and  his  equipment  for 
breaking  end  producing  linen  thread,  which  he  did  not 
want  to  abandon.  For  another  thing, he  hsd  no  fear  and 
sai(3  they  were  as  ss,fo  at  home  a.s  they  would  be  any 
Other  place. 

The  Potts  cabin  was  on  one  of  the  great  Indian 
paths  and  one  evening  the  warriors,  painted  in  ti.eir 
gaudiest  war  colors^  appeared  on  the  trail  and  camped 
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Potts, .continued: 

in  the  woods  directly  across  the  trail  from  the  Potts 
cabin.  Then  did  poor  Krs.PoVts  plead  with  her  husband 
to  try  to  escape, for  she  was  she  sure  the  whole  family 
would  be  tomahawked  and  the  cabin  fired. 

But  Thomas  Potts  remained:  calm,  bade  her  put  the 
children  to  bed  without  exciting  them,  built  up  a  good 
fire  and  sat  before  it  easily.  He  even  refused  to  bar 
the  door  for  that  would  have  should  fear. 

All  night  the  Indians  dam  cod  about  their  fires, 
whooping  their  blood  curdling  war  cries;  and  toward 
morning  there  came  the  expected  pounding  on  the  Potts 
door.  Thomas  opened  the  dccr,vas  invited  outside  for 
a  parley  and, to  his  wife’s  horror, accompanied  the 
Indians  to  their  esmp.  She  lived  many  years  of  pain 
end  death  the  hours  he  was  rone,  but  finally  toward 
morning  he  returned  v.'ith  two  chiefs,  vrno  placed  a 
mark  on  the  cabin  warning  all  Indians  to  beware  of 
harming  the  occupants. 

When  the  visitors  had  departed  Thomas  Potts 
told  his  wife  that  hs  had  been  initiated  into  the 
tribe  and  given  the  name  of  Chlckory— Tongo. 

Your  compiler  remembers  veil  the  times  of  family 
reunion  when  the  expression, "That  must  be  t^e  blood  of 
Chickory-Tongo  coming  out  dm  you,'*  confused  the  children 
vho  did  not  know  the  story.

But,  compiler  confesses  herself  confused  at  the 
present  as  to  the  place  of  this  romantic  story.  Her 
uncle  Ira  told  her  that  the  setting  was  Ohio,  hut 
unless  Thomas  Potts  settled  In  Ohio  when  he  first  came 
to  America,  went  later  to  Canada  and  returned  to  Ohio 
between  1840-1849,  she  is  at  a  loss  to  account  for  this 
late  Indian  uprising.  She  Is  Inclined  to  believe  that 
the  setting  was  Canada  and  the  time  much  earlier. 

Thomas  Potts  died  in  Milford  Township, Defiance 
County  Ohio  on  Kay  17.  1869,  and  his  funeral  was 
reported  to  be  the  largest  ever  held  in  that  region. 

The  services;  he  was  a  Presbyterian)  were  held  at  the 
Potts  home,  a  frame  house  that  replaced  the  cabin, 
and  the  house  and  yard  were  crowded  with  people. 

Interesting  to  his  children  was  the  fact  that 
Lorell  Mortimer  Cole,  grandson  of  Thomas  Potts, could 
remember  that  funeral  although  he  was  only  between  2 
and  3  years  old.  Lorell* s  phenomenal  memory,  unquestion 
ed  on  other  occasions.was  challenged  in  this  particular. 
But  he  was  able  to  recount  such  details  tuat  “i..  own 
mother  and  father  were  convinced  that  he  did  indeed 
remember  his  grandfather's  funeral. 

Ira  Kingsley  Cole  often  spoke  of  his  father-in- 
law  with  affection  and  respect;telllng  how  considerate

Stephen  Hopkins,  the  con  of  John  the  Immigrant 
was  born  about  16 35.  He  married  before  March  4  1657 
Dorcao  Broneon,  daughter  of  John  Bronson  of  Farmington 
and  Hartford.  John  Bronson  was  in  Hartford  1639  and 
was  a  proprietor  by  courtesie  of  the  town «  After  he 
removed  to  Farmington  he  was  in  1641  an  original 
proprietor  there;  and  in  May  I6pl  was  a  deputy.

Stephen  Hopkins  was  probably  bora  in  Hartford 
after  his  father  moved  there.

20  l656/7(  Conn.  Colonial  Records  1:292);  and  was  chosen 
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Hopkins. .continued : 

townsman  in  1663  and  *72  (Trumulls  Memorial  History 
of  Hartford  1*247)  .Ho  owned.  a  grist  n.111  in  Hartford 
which  was  left  to  his  heirs,  and  he  erected  a  mill  at 
Waterbury(  Mattatuck)  in  February  1680  after  he  was 
requested  to  do  so  by  the  inhabitants.

The  late  H.  C.  Kingsley  of  Hew  Haven  claimed  that 
his  wife*  s  name  was  Elizabeth.  This  may  have-  resulted 
from  the  fact  that  his  grandson  John  also  married  an 
Elizabeth.  On  the  other  hand,  John  had  a  wife  at 
least  as  early  as  his  first  appearance  in  Dorchester. 
Bis  son  Eldad  is  recorded  as  born  1328  while  his  son, 
Enos,  wit nesses  a  deed  Mar.  26,  1853  (Suffdk  Deeds 
Dibr.  IV  183)  and  In  1659  Enos  goes  to  Northampton 
which  make  It  probable  that  Enos  was  older  than  Eldad 

and  hence  born  at  least  as  early  as  1326  which  would 
Make  him  only  20  at  the  time  of  witnessing  the  deed 
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and  23  at  the  tine  of  moving  to  Northampton.  In 
the  records  of  1st  church  Dorchester  (p.  4)  , Elizabeth 
Kingsley  is  recorded  as  a  member  before  4  9  mo.

Who  she  was  is  unknown  but  the  probability  is  that 
she  was  the.  wife  of  John.  A  possible  clue  as  to  her 
relationship  is  found  in  the  ?&11  of  widow  Judith 
Snead,  dated  13,  3,  1839  who  gives  a  surft  to  °3ro. 
Kinslie.n  This  idea  of  relationship  receives  a  slight 
further  support  from  the  fact  that  William  Smead,  son 
of  Judith,  bought  land  at  Northampton  at  the  same  time 
as  Enos,  and  occupied  the  next  lot  to  the  south  on 
South  St.  ( Trumbull s  Hist.  Northamptonl)  .  According 
to  Savage,  Judith  Smead  was  the  sister  of  Israel  Stoughton.

From  Volume  III  of  "Early  Rehobeth  "  by  Bowes.  pp  20,  21,22. 


The  following  is  a  pathetic  letter  written  by  John  Kingsley, 
a  sick  old  man  whose  house  had  been  burned  by  the  Indians  and 
who  had  lost  all  the  property  he  aad  in  the  v/orld  excepting 
one  swine  which  somehow  or  other  had  escaped  the  attention  of 
the  Indians*  In  this  letter  he  gave  much  detail  about  the  burn¬ 
ing  of  Rehobo tn  not  found  in  any  other  contemporaneous  record. 

He  told  of  the  Indians  burning  the  mills  and  "breaking  the 
grinding  stones"  (heretofore  unknown),  "digging  out  of  the 
ground  what  the  English  had  hid:  burning  cart  v/heels,  cutting 
the  hind  quarters  off  cattle  and  leaving  the  reat,  driving  away 
our  cattle,  shipe,  and  horses 
(Quoting) : 

MSer,I  sallutue  you  with  al  that  cal  on  the  Lord  Jesus, 
thayer  Lord  &  oweres.  I  did  despach  a  few  lines  to  new  noriage 

&  so  to  you  Sc  the  rest  on  your  river,  but  fearing  it  should  not 
com  to  your  hand  &  those  which  it  concernes,  I  nov/e, in  my  sick¬ 
ness  that  the  Lord  hath  laid  on  us  as  hee  did  on  Job, I  am  now  in 
a  fever  and  ague,  yet  I  doe  ivdg  I  folow  Pale (Judge  I  follow  Paul), 
I  can  say  truely  that  since  our  Y/ares  begun  my  flesh  is  so  gon 
with  feare,care,  &  grife  &  now  this  sickness,  my  skin  is  redey  to 
cleave  to  my  bones.  Now  being  unknowne  to  you  beloe  on  the  river, 

I  say  I  am  the  1  man  and  onely  left(1)  of  those  that  gathered 
the  Church  that  is  now  in  dorchester,  yet  of  lat  have  lived  at 
Rehobo th  or  seconke  8c  hath  suffered  deepe,  with  my  neighbovres 
now  to  tel  you  what  wee  have  &  how  wee  are  like  to  sufer,  my 
hart  wil  not  hould  to  write  &  sheetes  would(not)  contayne.  I  am 

not  able  to  beare  the  sad  stories  of  ovr  woeful  days, when  the

Note  on  page  21  by  author  Bowen: 

A  three-quarter  size  photostatic  reproduction  of  a  page  of 

the  letter  written  from  Rehoboth  on  4  or  5  May  1&7&  by  ^°bn 
Kingsley,  to  hie  much  honored  friend,  the  preacher  of  the  gospel 
at  Hartford, Connecticut.  The  first  record  of  John  Kingsley  is  in 
I636  when  we  find  him  one  of  seven  to  form  the  Dorchester  Church 
of  which  Mr. Richard  Mather  became  minister.  Born  in  England, 
Kingsley  was  of  the  first  generation  of  those  to  settle  in 
Hew  England. 

In  addition  to  its  value  to  historians  of  Rehoboth  and  King 
Philip’s  War  his  letter  is  an  interesting  specimen  of  sixteenth 
century  handwriting,  much  of  which  is  found  in  those  early 
records  written  by  non-university  men.  The  probably  explanation 
for  thi3  is  that' the  son  was  taught  to  write  by  the  father. 

Proof  of  t  his  is  to  be  found  in  the  case  of  the  sons  of  Samuel 
Newman  ,  whose  handwriting  is  the  seventeenth  century  style  of 
their  father  who  was  educated  at  Oxford.  John  Kongcley  and 
Samuel  Newman  were  about  the  some  age.

I  have  received  the  copy  of  your  Nathaniel  Kingsley  data 

from  the  D.A.R.  The  reason  that  my  Nathaniel  Jr.  does  not  show 

in  that  list  of  children  is  that  he  was  the  first  child  and  born 

in  Windham  Conn.  You  will  note  that  the  Kingsley  data  from 

the  NEHGS  says  Nathaniel  and  Sarah  had  five  children  in 

Windham  and  five  in  Becket.  But  they  were  married  Mar.  16,1749 

and  your  Jedediah  was  born  in  3ecket  Nov.15  1755»  or  at  least 

his  birth  was  registered  in  Becket  so  I  am  inclined  to  think 

Nathaniel  and  Sarah  had  only  the  three . .Nathaniel  Jr.,  Jason, 

and  Jacob  before  going  to  Becket,  and  they  must  have  had  these 

three  very  close  together.

is  the  Nathaniel  listed  in  Massachusetts  Soldiers  and  Sailors 
in  the  War  of  the  Revolition  pp  293-299  as  a  Private  in  Capt. 
Peter  Forter's  Co.  His  father  Nuthaniel  Sr  vjould  have  been 
52  years  old,  and  our  Nathaniel's  brothers  Ebenezer , Jedediah 
and  Martin  were  privates  on  the  same  duty.
